Before the birth of Christ it was 
the custom in many countries to 
celebrate in some way a season about 
the close of the year. These festi- 
vals lasted from one to two weeks, 
and generally the chief features 
were drinking and dancing. 

The exact date of the birth of 
Christ is not known, but the cele- 
ion of his birthday began only a 
few years after his crucifixion. At 
the Mh of January was celebrat- 
ed, because it was said that on that 
date the star appeared which-guided 
the wise men to where the infant 
Jesus lay in the manger, 

Iu the fourth century Julius I., 
Bishop of Rome, said that Christ 
was born on the 25th of December 
and that that day should be celebrat- 
ed. At least it is believed that it 
Julius I. who fixed this date. 
For many years a part of the church 
observed this date, but another part 
kept celebrating the 6th of January. 
In the sixth century all the churches 
united in their festivals on the 25th 

i many hundreds of years. there 
were many things done at Christmas 
time that would seem strange now 
This was because man) of the people 
liked the pagan way of celebrating 
and kept up the old customs that 
their fathers and grandfathers had 

Among the quaint Christmas 
customs was the burning of the 
Yule log.

Around this log a huge fire was 
built, and singing, drinking and 
feasting followed.

to the dining-room on a large silver 
or gold platter, and the company 
rocession and marched 
around the room after the man carry- 
ing the boar's head.

The custom of decorating churches 
from the pagans. 
The ancient Dl euerated the 

mistletoe and at the time of the win 

-olstice -that is, when the sun is 
farthest from the equator- 
priests and people went into 



woods to gather it. The mistletoe 
is a vine which grows on trees in 
some countries, and the poeple it 
olden time thought it would cure 
almost all kinds of sickness. When 
they gathered it the people took it 
to their homes and hung it over their 
doors for charms. Rosemary, ivy 
holly, bay, laurel and other things 
were used in decorating. 

The Christmas tree is of German 
origin. In early years they cherished 
a tree during the Yulepeace festivals 
in honor of Herchta, the goddess of 
Spring; later on, when Christianity 
came to them, the tree was adopted 
as it is at present used. It became 
to them the emblem of eternal spring, 
and the presents a reminder of the 
priceless gift. St. Nicholas was the 
patron saint of the children, and it 
had for many years been the custom 
to bestow his gifts on the 5th of De- 
cember. But the custom was trans- 
ferred to Christmas eve, so as to 
make that time attractive to children. 
There is a German legend that on 
Christmas eve the Christ child comes 
through the air on golden wings, 
bringing in the night all kinds of 
gifts for good children, and hanging 
them on the Christmas trees. Now 
the Christmas tree is found in 
almost every country in the world, 
and the coming of good, old Santa 
Claus is eagerly watched for by mil- 
lions of children. 

Many years ago there were num- 
berless stories which parents used 
to tell their children at Christmas. 
They were full of witches, demons, 
goblins, and other things to scare the 
little ones. The wicked Klaubauf 
was supposed to carry away children 
who were not very good: then there 
was the dreadful Ruprecht, and 
many other ogres. Even Santa 
Claus was pictured as coming with a 
bundle of sticks with which to whip 
the little ones if they did not go to 
sleep very early on Christmas even- 
ing. 

During the Middle Ages the people 
always had plays at Christmas time. 
These were made up from the 
Bible and they were solemn. At 
first they were quite impressive, and 
people were very devout when they 
took part in the plays, or went to 
see them. But after a while they 
grew careless, and the plays were 
mere burlesques of what they intend- 
ed to represent. Then they were 
gradually dicontinued. 

A sport that used to be very po- 
pular with the pagans was called 
" mumming." 

On Christmas eve the people would 
put on queer looking clothes, like 
we wear at our masquerade parties, 
and go from house to house making 
fun. Sometimes they would have a 
little play which the actors would 
give. 

One play that the people liked a 
great deal was called "St. George 
and the Dragon." The story of the 
was this. A mighty dragon 
lived in a marsh of whom the people 
were much afraid. Every day they 
had to give the dragon two sheep. 
At last the sheep were all gone, 
and then one child was given to it 
every day. Finally the King's 
daughter was chosen for a feast for 
the dragon. Just then St. George 
came along the road and saw the 
dragon. He killed it and the people 
were very happy. 

The singing of carols was a feature 
of the celebrating of Christmas every- 
where in those days. Beginning at 
the midnight on Christmas eve, men 
and women, boys and girls sang them 
in the houses and streets. Some of 
these carols told in a beautiful way 
of the birth of the Christ Child. 

In foreign countries the old cus- 
toms are gradually losing favor, but 
in some places there are yet many 
quaint and impressive ways of 
observing the day. In some of the 
old Belgian towns there is a proces- 
sion every Christmas day in which 
men and women, boys and girls take 
part. With drums, cornets cymbals 
and others instruments, they march 
the streets dressed in many colors, 
carrying banners and emblems, and 
chanting carols. 

The Germans have the greatest 
love lor Christmas. Every family 
that can possibly afford it has a 
Christmas tree, and if they cannot 
have a tree they will surely have a 
limb of one. For weeks before 
Christmas there is great mystery in 
every house, each member of the

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PREHISTORIC ANIMALS. 

The tenth and last scheduled 
public lecture of the year, entitled 

t( Country Life in the West," had to 

be postponed, because some of the 
storeopticoa slides to be used In the 
lecture were accidentally broken, 

just as he was leaving the Museum 
to come to the Institution. How 
ever, the lecturer, Mr. Bamutn 
Brown, changed lecture to " I*m' 
historic Animals." 

Mr. Brown is connected with the 
American Museum of Natural His 
tory in New York City, and it, is his 
vocation to dig out the large foseltH 
that are thought to be of special 
interest to Mio-ho who study about 
Prehistoric days. 

Mr. Brown described the life of 
men who go in search of such 
remains, and told of the obste 
that must, bo met arid overcome be- 
fore the bones can be placed in the 
museum for exhibition. 

Millions of years a*>o this earth 
was barren and no livinir creatures 

existed. But in the Prehistoric 

days, as we shall think of them, 

there was an abundance of animal 

and vegetal; le life, as the earth 

changed its form, producing monn 

tains and oceans. 

How did thes<» Prehistoric mon- 
sters that existed during th 

ancient years become extinct from 

the earth. No one can be certain 
about this, but in the opinion of the 

lecturer it was the severity <d the 
climate, during the glacial period, 

that drove the earliest forms of 
SC from our shoi 1 

Other large animals that became 
extinct wen* preserved ,bj the earth 
changing its hiii nd covering 

lip the bones so that the air eould 
not touch them, and I hey been no* 
solid and turned into stone. The 
stone-lik i of these an i noils 

1 1 led fossils. 

We saw the picture of a fossil 
lodged lad ween the layers of b 
soil. It was the remains of the 
backbone of an animal that measur- 
ed twenty feel in length. 

The government hires men to 

eh for fossils in places where 

land is practically valueless 

While the men are hunting for these 

fossils, a group 0/ professors station 

ed in tents near the exploring region, 
examine the fossils just after they 

are found. If they are valuable 

they are forwared to the offl 
museum at Washington, I>. C . , or 
to the Museums in New York and 
other oltl
